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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office action under Ex 
Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been 
timely paid, prosecution in this application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. 
Applicant's submission filed on 1/23/04 has been entered. 



2. References A-F (noted in IDS) in the information disclosure statement filed 1/23/04 fails 
to comply with 37 CFR 1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each U.S. and foreign patent; 
each publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art made of 
record discloses optical modulators with ring resonators and power modulation by coupling said 
resonator to a waveguide, but fails to explicitly disclose or reasonably suggest an optical 
modulator with a circumferential-mode resonator transversely coupled to an optical waveguide, a 
modulator component transversely coupled to said resonator and a method of performing 
modulation with said modulator. Therefore claims 1-83 are allowed.
